Both the "Wellors deny this, 
and sny that while Bristow and his brother- 
in-law have always been friendly they are 
not at all intimate further thau that Bris- 
tow always puts up at the Gait House and 
Totes in the ward in which ail the residents 
of the hotel mentioned are required to do 
their voting. As far aa Mr. AY. L. Weller is 
concerned, he says Mr. Bristow has uerer 
acted as counsel for him, but at one time 
assisted,

revenue law. In reference to the whiskey 
of J. A. Cuiminghom, seized at Peorin, and 
referred to by the Inter Ocean, tbo facts are 
that the whiskey was sold by Monks & Cobb 
of this city, to J. A. Cunningham.

the seizure, Bristow, while here, and before 
he became Secretary of the- Treasury, tin n

and a part of the same lot seized at Chicago 
were forfeited because there was no de- 
fence.

A. Cunningham has refused the com- 
promise offered because they insist that 
the whiskey was all right. 
After Bristow 


became Secretary of the Treasury he was 
applied to by Cobb to order the release of 
the whiskey, but declined to give any order 
upon the subject for the reason that he had 
been consulted by Cobb prior to becoming 
Secretary, unless the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue and solicitor of the treasury 
should recommend the release. These are 
the facts, as gathered from Cobb, a gentle-

AN AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 


Tho great event of the aeasou is tho open- 


ing of My or'a monster circus Sunday night 
tho 18th. Thia latest find most remarkable 
example of American enterprise abroad is 
the circus which J. W. Myers is about to 
establish ia this city. He has leased the 
immense building known as the Magasius 
Keupis in tho Place du Chateau d'Eau, 
located in the very centre of Paris. 
The 


building covers more than two and a half 
acres of ground, and was originally designed 
for grouping under one roof all kinds of 
fancy atore.s, as ita name indicates. It cost 
the Credit llobilicr Company §4,400,000. 
Two hundred and fifty mechanics have been 
at work night and day upon the building for 
two months. 
They were employed by the 


contractors, Georgo Gridainc .t Co., who 
ngreedjfor $100,000, to do all tho iron, 
masonry, 
carpentering, 
Ac., including 


stabling for 150 Horses, thirty ponies, iiino 
elephants, a den of lions aud a herd of white 
sacred camels. Defrees it Bous, of London, 
have charge of lighting the building on Iho 
terms of $125,000. There are eight crystal 
chandeliers, each of a ton weight, twelve 
feet sis inches in diameter aud twenty foot 
in length. The eight chandeliers will con- 
tain four thousand lights, A float light, 
containing :!,SQO, surrounds the interior of 
the building. 
Each seat is covered with 


plush velvet and the private boxes are car- 
peted. AH the drapery and decorations of 
the circus consist of the best silk, velvet and 
satin, with gold and silver tassels aud 
fringes. The promenade or Winter garden 
is 479 feet long by 20 feet wide, with ft 
fountain jit either end. Mirrors and chan- 
deliers richly adorned will lino tho prome- 
nade on both sides. Them are three miles 
and

half 
of 
gas 
pipes 
in the 


building, and 1G,800 yards of velvet. 
Throe 
miles 
of 
gold 
fringe 


and 4,500 tassels aro necessary to com- 
plete the decorations. Tho chandeliers cost 
$5,000 ouch. Durand, tho painter, was en- 
gaged to finish tho interior and Lefort is to 
arrange ft cafe, which will bo the finest in 
Prtrifi. Its dimeusioiiB aro lf»0 feet long 
aud 
CO feet wide. Since Mr. Myers loft 


America he has travelled with his circus 
through Great Britain and Ireland, France, 
tho Netherlands, and in fact over tho greater 
part of tho Continent. The property l>o- 
loiigiiig lo his travelling company is said to 
bo worth *1,'000,000. He has engaged for 
stabling purposes A farm of 200 acres at 
Orsay, near Paris, where he 1ms nearly liflO 
horses. He lias in bis company Jflpftne.so, 
Arabs, the Oohansky family from Holland, 
tho MadigftiiH from America, nnd a large 
number of other exports from all parts of 
tho world. There aro twenty-ono clowns
